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FLOODPLAIN DEVELOPMENT ORDINANCE 


The following regulations shall apply to all lands 
designated as special flood hazard areas by the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency in its "Flood 
Insurance* Study for the Town of- Stratford, NH.” 
together with the associated Flood Insurance Rate 
Maps and Flood Boundary and Floodway maps of the 
Town of Stratford, dated April 18, 1983 which are 
declared to be a part of this ordinance. 


Item I. Definition of Terms: 

"Area of shallow flooding" means a designated 
AO or AH zone on a community's Flood Insurance Rate 
Map (FIRM) with a one percent or greater annual 
chance of flooding to an average depth of one to 
three feet where a clearly defined channel does not 
exist, where the path of flooding is unpredictable 
and where velocity flow may be evident. Such flood- 
ing is characterized by ponding or sheet flow. 


"Area of special flood hazard" is the land in’ the 
flood plain within a community subject to a one 
percent or greater chance of flooding in any given 
year. The area may be disignated as Zone A on the 
FHBM. After detailed ratemaking has been completed 
in preparation for publication of the FIRM, Zone A 
usually is refined into Zones A, AO, AH, Ai-30, AE, 
or A99. 


"Base Flood" means the flood having a one percent 
chance of being equalled or exceeded in any given 
year. 


"Basement" means any area of the building having its 
floor subgrade (below ground level) on all sides. 


"Building"-see"structure". 


"Development" means any man-made change to improved 
or unimproved real estate, including but not limited 
to buildings or other structures, mining, dredging, 
filling, grading, paving, excavation or drilling 
operations. 


"Flood Boundary and Floodway Map"(Floodway) is an 
official map of the community, on which the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency has delineated the 
"Regulatory Floodway". This map should not be used 
to determine the correct flood hazard zone or base 
flood elevation, the Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM) 
will be used to make determinations of flood hazard 
zones and base flood elevations. 
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"Flood elevation study" means an examination 
evaluation and determination of flood hazards and, if 
appropriate, corresponding water surface elevations, 
or an examination, evaluation and determination of 
mudslide (i.e., mudflow) and/or flood-related erosion 
hazards. 


"Flood Hazard Boundary Map"(FHBM) means an official 
map of a community, issued by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, where the boundaries of the flood 
mudslide (i.e., mudflow) related erosion areas having 
special hazards have been designated as Zone A. 


"Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM) means an official 
map of a community, on which the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency has delineated both the special 
hazard areas and the risk premium zones applicable 
to the community. 


"Flood Insurance Study" see "Flood elevation study." 


"Flood Plain" or "flood prone area" means any land 
area susceptible to being inundated by water from 
any source. 


"Flood proofing" means any combination of structural 
and non-structural additions, changes, or adjustments 
to structures which reduce or eliminate flood damage 
to real estate or improved real property, water and 
sanitary facilities, structures and their contents. 


"Floodway"--see "regulatory floodway." 


"Highest adjacent grade" means the highest natural 
elevation of the ground surface prior to construction 
next to the proposed walls of a structure. 


"Lowest Floor" means the lowest floor of the lowest 
enclosed area (including basement). An unfinished 
or flood resistant enclosure, usable solely for 
parking of vehicles, building access or storage in 
an area other than a basement area is not considered 
a building's lowest floor: Provided, that such 
enclosure is not built so as to render the 
requirements of this ordinance. 


"Mean sea level" means, for purposes of the National 
Flood Insurance Program, the National Geodetic 
Vertical Datum (NGVD) of 1929 or other datum, to 
which base flood elevations shown on a community's 
Flood Insurance Rate Map are referenced. 


is 


Manufactured Home" means a structure, transportable 
in one or more sections, which is built on a 
permanent chassis and is designed for use with or 
without a permanent foundation when connected to the 
required utilities. For flood plain management 
purposes the term "manufactured home" also includes 
park trailers, travel trailers, and other similar 
vehicles placed on a site for greater than 180 
consecutive days. For insurance purposes the term 
"manufactured home" does not include park trailers 
travel trailers and other similar vehicles. 


"Manufactures home park or subdivision" means a 
parcel (or contiguous parcels) of land divided into 
tow or more manufactured home lots for rent or sale. 


"100 year flood" see "base flood" 


"Regulatory floodway" means the channel of a river or 
other watercourse and the adjacent land areas that 

must be reserved in order to discharge the base flood 
without cumulatively increasing the water surface 
elevation more than one foot at any point. These 

areas are designated as floodways on the Flood Boundary 
and Floodway Maps. 


"Riverine" means relating to, formed by, or resembling 
a river (including tributaries), stream, brook, etc. 


"Special Flood hazard area" means an area having 
special flood, mudslide (i.e., mudflow) and/or flood 
related erosion hazards, and shown on an FHBM or FIRM 
as Zone’ A, AO, Al1-30, AE, A99, and AH. (See Area of 
Special Flood Hazard) 


"Structure" means for floodplain management purposes 
a walled and roofed building, including a gas or 
liquid storage tank, that is principally above ground 
as well as a manufactures home. 


"Start of Construction" includes substantial improve- 
ment, and means the date the building permit was 
issued, provided the actual start of construction, 
repair, reconstruction, placement, or other improve- 
ment was within 180 days of the permit date. The 
actual start means either the first placement of 
permanent construction of a structure on a site, such 
as the pouring of slab or footings, the installation 
of piles, the construction of columns, or any work 
beyond the stage of excavation; or the placement of 

a manufactured home on a foundation. Permanent 
construction does not include land preparation, such 
as clearing grading and filling; nor does it include 
the installation of streets and/or walkways; or does 
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it include excavation for a basement, footings, piers, 
or foundations or the erection of temporary forms; nor 
does it include the installation on the property of 
accessory buildings, such as garages, or sheds not 
occupied as dwelling units of not part of the main 
structure. 


"Substantial improvement" means any combination of 
repairs, reconstruction, alteration, or improvements 
to a structure in which the cumulative cost eauals or 
exceeds fifty percent of the market value of the 
structure. The market value of the structure should 
be (1) the appraised value of the strutture prior to 
the start of the initial repair or improvement, or 
(2) in the case of damage, the value of the structure 
prior to the damage occurting. For the purposes of 
this definition, "substantial improvement" is 
considered to occur when the first alteration of 
auvyowel.l, ceiling, floor, or other structural part 

of the building commences, whether or not that alter- 
action affects the external dimensions of the structure. 
The term does not, however, include any project for 
improvement of a structure required to comply with 
existing health, sanitary, or safety codes 
specifications which are solely necessary to assure 
safe living conditions or any alteration of a 
structure listed on the National Register of 

Historic Places. 


"Water surface elevation"means the height, in relation 
to the National Geodetic Vertical Datum (NGVD) of 1929, 
(or other datum, where specified) of floods of various 
magnitudes and frequencies in the flood plains of 
costal or riverine areas. 


teem it. 
All proposed development in any special flood 
hazard areas shall require a permit. 


Item III. 

The Building Inspector shall review all 
building permit applications for new construction 
or substantial improvements to determine whether 
proposed building sites will be reasonably safe 
from flooding. If a proposed building site is 
in a flood prone area, all new construction and 
substantial improvements shall (i) be designed 
(or modified) and adequately anchored to prevent 
flotation, collapse, or lateral movement of the 
structure resulting from hydrodynamic and hydrostatic 
loads, including the effects: of buoyancy, (ii) be 
constructed with materials resistant to flood damage, 
(iii) be constructed by methods and practices that 
minimize flood damages, and (iv) be constructed with 
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electrical, heating, ventilation, plumbing, and air 
conditioning equipment and other service facilities 
that are designed and/or located so as to prevent 
water from entering or accumulating within the 
components during conditions of flooding. 


Item IV. 

Where new and replacement water and sewer 
systems (including on-site systems) are proposed 
in floodprone areas the applicant shall provide the 
Building Inspector with assurance that new and 
replacement sanitary sewage systems will be designed 
to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters, 
into the systems and dischargas from the systems into 
flood waters, and on-site waste disposal systems will 
be located to avoid impairment to them or contamination 
from them during during periods of flooding. 


Item V. 

The Building Inspector shall maintain for 
public inspection, and furnish upon request, any 
certification of flood-proofing and the as-built 
elevation (in relation to mean sea level) of the 
lowest floor (including basement) of all new or 
substantially improved structures, and include whether 
or not such structures contain a basement. If the 
structure has been floodproofed, the as built elevation 
(in relation to mean sea level) to which the structure 
was floodproofed. This information must be furnished 
by the applicant. 


Eten’ VL: 

The Building Inspector shall review proposed 
developments to assure that all necessary permits 
have been received from those governmental agencies 
from which approval is required by Federal or State 
Law, including Section 404 of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act Amendments” Ot 1972, 227 Uso7c. 
1334. It shall be the responsibility of the applicant 
to certify these assurances to the Building Inspector. 


Item VII. 

In riverine situations, prior to the alteration 
or relocation of a watercourse, the applicant for such 
authorization shall notify the Wetlands Board of the 
N.H. Environmental Services Dept. and submit copies of 
such notification to the Building Inspecron.. roertoer 
the applicant shall be required to submit copies of said 
notification to those adjacent communities as determined 
by the Building Inspector. 


Within the altered or relocated portion of any water 


course, the applicant shall submit to the Building 
Inspector, certification provided by a registered 
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professional engineer assuring that the flood carrying 
capacity of the watercourse has been maintained. 


Along watercourses that have a designated Regulatory 
Floodway no encroachments, including fill, new 
construction, substantial improvements, and other 
development are allowed within the designated 
Regulatory Floodway that would result in any increase 
in flood levels within the community during the base 
flood discharge. In Zone A the Building Inspector 
shall obtain, review, and reasonably utilize any 
floodway data available from a Federal, State, or 
other source as criteria for requiring that development 
meet the floodway requirements of this section. 


Along watercourses that have not had a reulatory 
floodway designated, no new construction, substantial 
improvements or other developmént (including fill) 
shall be permitted within Zones A1-30 on the FIRM, 
unless it is demonstrated that the cumulative effect 
of the proposed development, will not increase the 
water surface elevation of the base flood more than 
one foot at any point within the community.

: hs In special flood hazard areas the Building 
Inspector shall determine 100 year flood elevation in 
the following order of precedence according to the 
data available: 

as In Zones Al-30, and AH, refer to the elevation 
provided in the communities Flood Insurance Study and 
accompanying FIRM or FHBM. 

b. In unnumbered A Zones the Building Inspector 
shall obtain, review, and reasonably utilize any 100 
year flood elevation data available from Federal, 
State, development proposals submitted to the 
community (example sub-divisions, site approvals, etc.) 
or other source. 

c. In Zone AO the 100 year flood elevation is 
determined by adding the elevation of the highest 
adjacent grade to the depth number specified on the 
FIRM or if no depth number is specified on the FIRM 
at least two feet. 

2. The Building Inspector's 100 year flood 
elevation determination will be used as criteria for 
requiring in Zones A1l-30, AE, AH, AO and A that: 

a. All new construction and substantial 
improvements of residential structures have the 
lowest floor (including basement) elevated to or 
above the 100 year flood level; 

Ds that all new construction and substantial 
improvements of non-residential structures have the 
lowest floor (including basement) elevated to or 
above the 100 year flood level; or together with 
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attendant utility and sanitary facilities; shall: 

(i) be floodproofed so that below the 100 year flood 
elevation the structure is watertight with walls 
substantially impermeable to the passage of water; 

(ii)have structual components capable of resisting 
hydrostatic and hydrodynamic loads and the effects 
of buoyancy; and 

(iii)be certified by a registered professional engineer 
or architect that the design and methods of 
construction are in accordance with accepted 
standards of practice for meeting the provisions 
of this section; 

c. all manufactured homes to be placed or substantially 
improved within special flood hazard areas shall 
be elevated on a permanent foundation such that 
the lowest floor of the manufactured home is at 
or above the base flood level; and be securely 
anchored to resist flotation, collapse, or lateral 
movement. Methods of anchoring may include, but 
are not limited to, use of over-the-top or frame 
ties to ground anchors. This requirement is in 
addition to applicable state and local anchoring 
requirements for resisting wind forces; 


d. for all new construction and substantial improvements 
fully enclosed areas below the lowest floor that 
are subject to flooding are permitted providing 
the enclosed areas meet the following requirements: 

(1) the enclosed are is unfinished or flood 

resistent, useable solely for parking of vehicles, 
building access or storage; (2) the area is not 
a basement; (3) shall be designed to automatically 
equalize hydrostatic flood forces on exterior 
walls by allowing for the entry and exit of 
floodwaters. Designs for meeting this requirement 
must either be certified by a registered professional 
engineer or architect or must meet or exceed the 
following minimum criteria: A minimum of two 
openings having a total net area of not less than 
one square inch for every square foot of enclosed 
area subject to flooding shall be provided. The 
bottom of all openings shall be no higher than 
one foot above grade. Openings may be equipped 
with screens, louvers, or other coverings or 
devices provided that they permit the automatic 
entry and exit of floodwaters; 

e. proposed structures to be located on slopes in 
Special Flood Hazard Areas, Zones, AH and AD shall 
include adequate drainage paths to guide flood 
waters around and away from the proposed structures.

We have examined the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Stratford as of and for the 
year ended December 31, 1987, as listed in the table 
of contents. Our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and, 
accordingly, included such tests of the accounting 
records and such other auditing procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As described in the general purpose financial 
statements referred to above do not include the 
General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which should 
be included to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles. The amount that should be 
recorded in the Generaly Fixed Assets Account Group 
is not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General 
Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, results in an incomplete 
presentation, as explained in the above paragraph, the 
general purpose financial statements referred to above 
present fairly the financial position of the Town of 
Stratford at December 31, 1987, and the results of its 
operations for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted accouting principles applies ona 
basis consistent with that of the preceeding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an 
opinion on the general purpose financial statements taken 
as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial 
statements and schedules listed in the table of contents 
are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are 
mot a required part of the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Stratford. Such information has

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NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Note 1- Summary of Significant accouting policies 
employed in the preparation of these financial statements. 


A. FUND ACCOUNTING 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the 
Daeweoereetunds or account. groups, each of which is 
considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise 
its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues and 
expenditures, as appropriate. Government resources 
are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds 
based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent 
and the means by which spending activities are 
controlled. The various funds are grouped by type in 
the financial statements. The following fund types 
and account groups are used by the Town. 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general 
operating fund of the Town. All general tax revenues 
and other receipts that are not allocated by law or 
contractual agreement to another fund are accounted for 
in this fund. From the fund are paid the general 
operating expenditures, the fixed charges, and the 
capital improvement costs that are not paid through 
other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are 


used to account for the proceeds of specific revenue 
sources (other than expendable trust or major capital 
projects) requiring separate accounting because of 
legal or regulatory provisions or administrative 
action. Included in this fund type are the Federal 
Revneue Sharing, Back Street Park Project Grant, 
Sewer Department, North Stratford Library, Laura 
Johnson Library, and the Summer Recreatitn Program 
funds. 


Capital Projects Funds.- Transactions related to 


resources obtained and used for the acquisition, 
construction, or improvement of capital facilities are 
accounted for in Capital Projects Funds. Such 

resources are derived principally from proceeds of 
long-term notes or bonds and from Federal & State grants. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 
Trust Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for the 


assets held in trust by the Town. The Nonexpendable 
and Expendable Trust Funds (which include Capital 
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Reserve Funds) are shown in this fund type. 


B. ACCOUNT GROUPS (Fixed Assets and Long Term 
Liabilities) 


All governmental funds are accounted for on a spending 
or "financial flow" measurement focus. This means that 
only current assets and current liabilities are 
generally included on their balance sheets. Their 
reported fund balance (net current assets) is considered 
a measure of "available spendable resources." 
Governmental fund operating statements present increases 
(revenues and other financing sources) and decreases 
(expenditures and other uses) in net current assets. 
Accordingly, they are said to present a summary of 
sources and uses of available spendable resources 

during a period. 


General fixed assets have been acquired for general 
governmental purposes and have been recorded as 
expenditures in the fund making the expenditure. These 
expenditures are required to be capitalized at historical 
cost in a General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts for 
accountability purposes. In accordance with the 

practice followed by other municipal entities in the 
State, the Town does not maintain a record of its 

general fixed assets, required by generally accepted 
accounting principles, is not included in this report. 


Long-Term liabilities expected to be financed from 
governmental funds are accounted for in the General 
Long-Term Debt Account Group. This account group is 

not a fund. It is concerned only with the measurement 

of financial position and not results of operations. 
Since they do not affect net current assets, such as 
long-term liabilities are not recognized as governmental 
fund type liabilities. They are instead reported as 
liabilities in the General Long Term Debt. Account Group. 


C. BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 


The accounts of the General, Special Revenue, 
Capital Projects, and Expendable Trust Funds are 
maintained and reported on the modified accrual basis 
of accounting. Under the modifed accrual basis of 
accounting, sources of financial resources and assets 
are recognized when measurable and available to 
finance operations during the year. Uses of financial 
resources and liabilities are recognized when obligations 
are incurred from receipt of goods and services, when 
assessments are made by the State or, in the case of 
judgements and claims will result in liabilities, the 
amounts of which can be reasonably estimated. 
Exceptions to this general rule include: 1) accumulated 
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unpaid vacation and sick pay, and 2) principal and 
interest on general long-term debt which is recognized 
when due. All Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted 
for using the accrual basis of accounting. 


D. BUDGETARY ACCOUNTING 


General Governmental revenues and expenditures 
accounted for in budgetary funds are controlled by 
a formal integrated budgetary accounting system in 
accordance with various legal requirements which govern 
the Town's operations. State statues required 
balanced budgets but provide for the use of beginning 
general fund unreserved balance to achieve that end. 
In 1987, the beginning fund balance was applied as 
follows: Unreserved Fund Balance $52,998. 


E. ENCUMBRANCES 


Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase 
orders, contracts and continuing appropriations 
(certain projects and specific items not fully expended 
at year end) are recognized, is employed in the 
governmental funds. Encumbrances are not the 
equivalent of expenditures and are therefore reported 
as part of the fund balance at December 31, 1987 and 
are carried foward to supplement appropriations of 
the subsequent year. There were no encumbrances at 
December 31, 1987. 


F. CASH AND INVESTMENTS 


At year end, the carrying amount of the Town's 
deposits was $354,976 and the bank balance was 
$329,948. Of the bank balance, $200,000 was covered 
by Federal depositary insurance and $129,948 was not. 


State Statutes authorize the Town to invest excess 
funds in the custody of the Treasurer, in obligations 
of the United State Government, in saving bank 
deposits of banks incorporated under the laws of the 
Doe viewed. , OF in certificates of desposit of 
banks incorporated under the laws of the State of N.H. 
or in national banks located within this State or the 
State of Massachusettts. These financial statements 
report investments in certificates of deposit and 
savings bank deposits under the caption Cash and 
Equivalents. 


The Town is further authorized to invest Trust Funds 
in obligations of politicial subdivisions and stocks 
and bonds, as they are legal for investment by N.H. 
savings banks. Capital Reserve Funds must be kept 
separate and not intermingled with Trust Funds. 
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Capital Reserve Funds may be invested only in savings 
bank deposits of N.H. banks, or in United States or 
State. of N.H. bonds or notes. 


Investments in all instances are stated at cost, or, 

in the case of donated investments, at market value 

at the time of bequest or receipt. Investments at 

year end are as follows: Bank Stocks $200-Carrying Amt. 


G. ACCUMULATED UNPAID VACATION & SICK PAY 


Accumulated unpaid vacation and sick pay is not 
accrued in the governmental funds using the modified 
accrual basis of accounting. The Town has no full- 
time employees and does not have a formal vacation and 
sick leave policy. 


H. TAXES COLLECTED FOR OTHERS 


The property taxes collected by the Town 
include taxes levied for the Stratford School Distriét 
and Coos County which are remitted to these 
governmental units as required by law. The ultimated 
responsibility for thé collection of taxes rests with 
the Town. 


I. PROPERTY TAXES 


The National Council on Governmental Accounting, 
Interpretation 3, referring to property tax revenue 
recognition, requires disclosure if property taxes 
receivable, which are to be collected beyond a period 
of 60 days subsequent to year's end, are recognized on 
the balance sheet and not reserved. In accordance with 
the practice followed by other municipal entities in 
the State of N.H., the Town of Stratford annually 
recognizes, without reserve, all taxes receivable at 
the end of the fiscal year. The Town feels this 
practice of accrual is justified, as it more 
appropriately matches the liability to the School 
district entity at December 31 with collections which 
are intended to finance these payments thoough June 30 
of the following year. 


Annually the Town establishes and raises through taxation 
an amount for abatements and refunds or property and 
resident taxes known as overlay. All abatments, and 
refunds are charged to this account. The amount raised 
in, LOST. wage Sui Jus 


As prescribed by law, the tax collector sells at tax 
sale all uncollected taxes in the following year after 
taxes are due. The purchaser at tax sale has a priority 
tax lien on these properties and accrues interest at 18% 
per annum. Delinquent taxpayers must redeem property. 
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a ft Interfund Transactions 


During the course of normal operations, the Town 
has numerous transactions between funds, including 
expenditures and transfers of resources to provide 
services and fund capital outlay. The accompanying 
governmental and fiduciary fund financial statements 
reflect such transactions as transfers.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements 
of the Stratford School District, for the year ended June 30, 
1987, and have issued our report thereon dated December 9, 
1987. As part of our examination, we made a study and evalu- 
ation of the internal control systems, including applicable in- 
ternal administrative controls, used in administering Federal 
financial assistance programs to the extent we considered nec- 
essary to evaluate the systems as required by generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards, the standards for financial and com- 
pliance audits contained in the STANDARDS FOR AUDIT OF GOVERN- 
MENTAL ORGANIZATIONS, PROGRAMS, ACTIVITIES, AND FUNCTIONS, 
issued by the U.S. General Accounting Office, the Single Audit 
Act of 1984, and the provisions of the OMB Circular A-128, 
AUDITS OF STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS. For the purpose of this 
report, we have classified the significant internal accounting 
and administrative controls used in administering Federal fin- 
ancial assistance programs in the following categories:

The management of the Stratford School District is respon- 
sible for establishing and maintaining internal control systems 
used in administering Federal financial assistance programs. 

In fulfilling that responsibility, estimates and judgments by 
management are required to assess the expected benefits and 
related costs of control procedures. The objectives of inter- 
nal control systems used in administering Federal financial 
assistance programs are to provide management with reasonable, 
but not absolute, assurance that, with respect to Federal 
financial assistance programs, resource use is consistent with 
laws, regulations, and policies; resources are safeguarded 
against waste, loss and misuse; and reliable data are obtained,

During the year ended June 30, 1987, the Stratford School 
District expended 98% of its Federal financial assistance under 
these nonmajor Federal financial assistance programs. 


With respect to internal control systems used in admini- 
stering these nonmajor Federal financial assistance programs, 
our study and evaluation included considering the types of er- 
rors and irregularities that could occur, determining the in- 
ternal control procedures that should prevent or detect such 
procedures and prescribed and are being followed satisfactor- 
ily, and evaluating any weaknesses. 


Our study and evaluation was more limited than would be 
necessary to express an opinion on the internal control systems 
used in administering the Federal financial assistance programs 
of the Stratford School District. Accordingly, we do not ex- 
press an opinion on the internal control systems used in admin- 
istering the Federal assistance programs of the Stratford 
School District. 


However, our study and evaluation and our examination dis- 
closed no condition that we believe to be a material weakness 
in relation to a Federal financial assistance program. 


This report is interided soley for the use of management and 
the applicable state and Federal agencies and should not be 
used for any other purpose. This restriction is not intended 
to limit the distribution of this report, which, upon accept- 
ance by the Stratford School District, is a matter of public 
record.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


SURVIVAL has been the catchword for this school year. Due to the 
deficit, almost one-half of the nonfixed items were cut in order to bal- 
ance this year's budget. This year was made possible through the dedi- 
cation, generosity, and hard work of some people. 


First, there were the people who donated to the library and sports pro- 
grams. Through their generosity we were able to get approximately 
sixty new books for the library and have been able to continue receiving 
some major magazines. Also, we were able to purchase some needed 
sport's supplies and uniforms. 


Then there was the Stratford Sports Fund (Booster Club) who has assist- 
ed by paying half of the basketball bills and may end up fully funding 
baseball/softball. 


Students and parents also raised money through many raffles and fund 
raisers. These efforts gave us the opportunity to have cross country, 
a few field trips, another one hundred library books, some necessary 
supplies, and of course pay the costly basketball bills. 


The School Board assisted in many ways -—- perhaps the most important 
one being their willingness to make the tough decisions. The Board 
worked hard to spread the cuts evenly across the many programs at 
Stratford. 


Finally, the Stratford staff dug deep and funded many of their own 
needs. From books to playground equipment, the staff has tried to keep 
the cuts from affecting the quality and spirit of education at Stratford. 


And EDUCATION is the whole point, isn't it? The education being pro- 
vided to Stratford students is improving due to the efforts of the staff 
and the School Board. A few examples: 


1. All high school students must pass the minimum competency tests 
in Reading, Writing, and Math. 


2. All high school students must take and pass a writing course. 


3. Students from grades 6-12 have required literature readings —- 
taking them from Mark Twain to Ernest Hemingway to Charles 
Dickens. By graduation a student will have read twenty-eight 
"classics" and at least twenty-eight self-chosen books. 


4. Word problems, hands-on conceptual work, and logic are being em- 
phasized in the math programs. 


5. High school students have become computer literate -- with the 
vast majority able to use word processing programs. 


6. The foreign language program has been expanded to include three 
years of Spanish instruction and two years of German instruction. 
The number of students taking foreign languages has tripled.

Whole language is being used. This language method allows students 
to see and work with language as a whole rather than with carefully 
constructed pieces. It has embedded in its philosophy a love of lan- 
guage and good literature. 


Honoring students who have shown improvement and quality work in 
academic areas — Students of the Month, Outstanding Competency 
Testers, Honor Roll, etc. 


Differentiated diplomas allow Stratford to issue Honors, Standard, 
and Certificate of Attendance to graduates. 


Informational Writing Packet provides parents and students with 
standards for all writings. It also sets dates for major report writ- 
ing to avoid overburdening students. 


Study Skills courses have been instituted for the Middle School; and 
notetaking, report writing, and listening skills are reviewed during 
the ninth and tenth grades. 


Expected academic levels have been set for grades K-5. This allows 
staff and parents to analyze the progress made. 


Reporting systems have been designed to fit the needs of each age 
group. This meant changing report cards, evaluating grading sys- 
tems, and writing course outlines and grade level handbooks. 


A Silent Sustained Reading program has been instituted for all 
grades. This provides a model for students — reading is important 
and fun, and everyone does it. 


Through grants, summer school was held for students in grades K-8. 
This provided remedial assistance for over forty students. 


What do we have left to accomplish? 


l. 


To hire a certified librarian and establish a library skills program 
for grades K-12. Also to update the library collection, card catalog, 
and to computerize the check-out system. 


. To hire a certified music instructor and to organize a band and 


chorus program. 


. To continue working on the improvement of math instruction, 


especially at the college-bound levels, and to tie computer use 
directly into the math programs. 


. To improve the K-6 science program by increasing the hands-on 


opportunities and developing the curiosity of children. 


. To expand the high school social studies programs, especially in the 


areas of geography. 


. To create a system for dealing with maturation lag in the early 
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grades. 
7. To continue working on providing opportunities for gifted students. 


8. To purchase additional computers for student use, especially at the 
high school level. 


9. To develop vocational programs (business, industrial arts, and con- 
sumer education) which provide skill situations closer to actual job 
and living circumstances. 


And then of course we have the building needs. Stratford is one of the 
loveliest old schools around. But there are major needs —- boiler sys- 
tem, thermostats, windows, meeting fire codes, program space, asbes- 
tos removal, stage curtains, gym floor, shop ventilation and dust 
collection, lighting, electrical outlet needs, attic insulation, roof over 
stairs by office, paving, elementary playground, etc. 


Noting all the gains made and the work to be done, there still remains 
one area worthy of separate comment. 


COMMUNICATION — I would like to thank the few parents and com- 
munity members who have called or visited with their concerns. These 
people, I believe, have found the Stratford staff to act in professional 
and caring ways. I hope more will come directly to us for information. 
The misinformation which often circulates only harms and demoralizes 
everyone. 


Stratford's future will require difficult decisions and a commitment 
to quality education. Everyone will need to concern themselves with 
the common good. It is time to value all facets of the school and to 
understand the effect of each tax dollar. Best wishes to all Stratford 
citizens.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Once again, as voters of the Stratford School District come together 
at their annual meeting, they are faced with some very difficult issues 
to consider. As Superintendent of Schools, I hope that the citizens 
will consider very carefully the impact of their decisions on the future 
of Stratford Public School. 


Last year in their collective wisdom, the voters rejected the request 
for additional monies -- monies requested to cover expenses and in- 
debtedness of the school district. The voters by their vote gave the 
direction to the Board of Education and its administration to cover 
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these expenses by using monies in the current operating budget. This 
has been done. If current trends continue to the end of this school 
year, expecially with the receiving of additional tuition funds, the en- 
tire deficit will be covered. This has not happened without conse- 
quences. 


Books, supplies, and equipment were cut from the budget to cover part 
of these costs. Extensive fundraising and additional work from con- 
cerned citizens, students, and staff were needed to keep the cocurric- 
ular programs in place. All but the most essential repairs were cut 
from the budget. 


Now as we approach another annual meeting, we must move forward 
from the past and prepare for the future. We are faced with many 
problems that need our attention. There are State minimum standards 
for high schools that have to be in place by 1989 and State elementary 
school standards that have to be in place by 1991. The Board and the 
administration have attempted to phase into place many of these 
standards. The proposed budget reflects a continued effort to meet 
the minimum standards. If the school is to receive approved status, 

a concentrated effort will have to be made to meet the standards by 
the deadlines. 


In addition to the above, some attention must be given to the building. 
Presently, if we were to cap the attic and make badly needed modifi- 
cations in the "old duct system," we could conceivably save on fuel 
consumption. There is a need to do considerable work on the windows 
and window cases; again this could have a payback feature in savings 
of oil consumption. A proposal will be given to the voters at the 
annual meeting to address these building issues. 


These are challenging times for the Stratford School District. An 
effort must be made for all to work cooperatively in maintaining the 
school and providing the students with the best possible education that 
the community can afford. As Superintendent of Schools I urge you to 
come to the meeting, to be informed, and to support the school and its 
programs to the best of your ability.

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RIGHTS OF PARENTS OR GUARDIAN 


As the parent or guardian of a child who may require or who is 
receiving special education and/or related services, you have 
the following rights: 


*You have the right to have access to and examine all records 
relating to your child's education. 


*You have a right to receive prior written notice whenever the 
local educational agency proposes to begin or change the 
special educational referral, evaluation and/or educational 
placement of your child. You also have a right to give your 
written consent before initial special education placement and 
before any individual evaluation of your child. 


*You have a right to question any matter, decision or recom- 
mendation relating to your child's referral, evaluation or 
educational placement. 


*You have a right to request an independent educational evalua- 
tion obtained by the local educational agency. If your request 
is accepted, the evaluation will be conducted by a certified 

or licensed professional examiner who is independent of the 
local educational agency and will be performed at no cost to 
you. Should your request be denied, you have a right to appeal 
this decision as described below. 


*If you have any complaints regarding the referral, evaluation 
or educational placement of your child, you have a right to 

meet with the school board. If any agreement is unable to be 
reached, you have the right to an impartial hearing conducted by 
a state appointed due process hearing officer. 


*At this hearing, you have the right to be assisted by person 
(persons) with special knowledge or training, or by an attor- 
ney, and the right to present evidence and confront, cross- 
examine and compel the attendance of witnesses. 


*After this hearing, you have the right to a written or elect- 
ronic verbatim recording of such hearing. You have the right 
to obtain written findings of fact and decisions of the hear- 
ing at no cost. 


*If the decision of the impartial hearing at the local level 
is not acceptable to you, you have the right to appeal this 
decision to the State Board of Education or Civil Court. 


*During any of the hearing or appeal procedures your child 
shall remain in the current education program or, if applying 
for initial admission to the public school, shall be placed 

in a regular program until all proceedings have been completed, 
unless you and the school officials agree otherwise.
